As to independent claim 21 , the combination of prior art references does not 
teach or fairly suggest the limitations cited within the claims. Applicants Arguments, 
recorded on 5/13/201 1 , were found to be persuasive. 

As to claims 22 - 30, these claims are dependent upon allowable claim 21 and 
are thus also considered allowable over the prior art.
